What Causes Mildew? 


A patch of mildew is made by 
litle garbage men. They have 
| their orders from Mother Na- 
jture. Break down this and that 
into tiny fragments of rot and 
decay Digest the fragments 
and turn them into simple 
chemicals. New plants need 
these chemicals to flourish and 
grow. New animals are waiting 
to feed on the growing plants 
Without little garbage men such 
as the mildews, life would come

However, the mildews some 
times seem to take their work 
jtoo seriously. They attack liv- 
ling plants and break down their 
|tissues. Other mildews attack 
lleather, wallpaper and even 
|the plaster. Still others special 
jize in disposing of linens and 
clothes 

All mildews are minute mem 
phers~of-the plant world. They 
belong to the fungi family, 
cousins of the mushrooms: 
| Thosé that feed on living plants 
fare called parasites. Those that 
feed on dead stuff such .as 
leather, linen and peper are 
called saprophites 

Mildew will arrive when you 
leave a damp cloth rolled up for 
a few days. When you open it, 
there are the patches of tell 
tale blueish green Leave it 
longer, and the patches will 
crumble away with rot. The 
little garbage men are just do- 
ing the job they were ordered 
to do 

How did they get inside the 
roliedup cloth? Mildews and 
their kin are spread spores 
These are little seed bodies far 
smaHer than the smallest speck 
of dust They are everywhere 
adrift in the air, even..over the 
vast ocean. The spores can start 
new plants and the plants. can 
also multiply by cell division.

The spores drift around the 
world for a long time, hoping 
to. land in the right growing 
conditions. They need moisture, 
damp air and not too much sun- 
light Most of them perish. 
Some may have settled on the 
cloth, all ready and waiting. 
They started sprouting in the 
damp, dark, rolled-up folds. 
They grew into pale meshes of 
threads called mycelium. ‘The 
young patch of mildew looks 

Then the mycélium sends up 
colored shoots. They may be 
spikes, fronds of pompons. Un- 
der the microscope they look 
like a garden. The patch af 
mildew turns blue-green. The 
sprouts grow sport pods. They 
burst and launch trillions of 
new spores into the air. 

All this time the linen cloth 
is rotting with decay. You can 
stop it at once by exposing the 
little garbage men to sunshine 
and plenty of dry air. If the 
patch of mildew ts still young, 
the sun may even bleach out.the 
stain. When you know the needs 
and life story-of the mildews, 
you can save your books and 
clothes from attack. Store in 
dry air. From time to time, let 
in the sun and breezes to sel- 
dom-used objects

What is inside the earth? 

Imagine standing on a fiery 
ball of white hot metal some * 
4,000 miles in diameter. That, 
say the experts, is most likely 
what the centre of the earth 
is like.

The weight of the outer layers 
of rock on the earth's core ts 
about 45,000,000 pounds to each 
square inch. That seems plenty 
of material to cage the fiery 
furnace It is also enough 
pressure to reduce the whife 
hot metal t6 a sort of plastic 
state, neither gas, solid nér 
liquid 

The earth keeps her heaviest 
materials nearest the centre.

Jockey Jailed 


Five Years 


For Extortion 


| VANCOUVER (CP) — Roy Cal- 
vin Eustace, 28, former jockey 
from Torbay, Nfid., was sen- 
tenced Wednesday to five years 
imprisonment on a charge of at- 
tempting to extort $20,000 from 
Jack Diamond, Vancouver meat 
packer-sportsman. 


“The pre-sentence report shows 
you have had few advantages but 
you still knew what you were do- 
ing and understood it thoroughly” 
said Magistrate Oscar Orr in sen- 
tencing Eustace. 


“The opinion has been ex- 
pressed that you would not have 
carried out your threats. That 
does not help the person threat- 
ened. I have to deal severely with 
you, not only as punishment but 
as an example to others.” 

Eustace was arrested after Di- 
amond, co-operating with police, 
planted three dummy packages at 
designated spots in response to a 
series of telephone calls and let- 
ters threatening death to his fam- 
ily 

The last package, containing
